KU.KLUX LEGISLATION.
Binvox the oommencement of the present ses-
sion of Uongress, if we except the Sumner.
Soharz attacks npon the President in the
matter of the BSam Domingo annexation
sobemse, little else has been done but to talk
Ku-klux. The speechea that have been made
on this subject have, however, failed to make
that impression upon the public mind that
they should, for the good and sufficient reason
that the average American voler and tax-
payer has begun to lose faith in the utility of
further Congressional interference in the
affairs of the Southern States, and the (nes.
tion ia serionsly asked whether the evils likely
to result from the various anti-Kn-klax mea-
sures now before Congress will not be greater
than those they are designed to oure. Many of
the disorders which now render portions of
the Southern States anything but pleasant
places of residence are the results of the
polioy which excluded the best and most in-
telligent citizens of the South—the men who
moat oordially socepted the resnlts of the
war—from all participation in the govern-
mental affairs,. We have carnestly supported
the Congressional reconstruction policy, and
think now, as we have always thought, that,
under all the ecircumstances, it was the
wiseat that could bave been adepted; Lut it
was unfortunate in many respects that Con-
gress should have been driven by force of un-
foreseen cireumstances to take the decided
stand it did, and, witha different President
than Andrew Johnson in the Execative chair
during the first four years of peace, the pro-
babilities are that the state of affaira at the
South would be widely different from what it
is to-day. There is no use, however, in sigh- (
ing for what might have been, and it is the
duty of practical statesmen to consider calmly
and dispassionately whether at this day =
foroible policy is likely to accomplish any
permanently satisfactory results in encour-
nging a spirit of loyalty in the late Rebel |
States. |

Yesterday both honses of Congress dis-
cnssed the Ku-klux, but without apparently
arriving any nearer to a definite conclusion
as to what bad best be done with regard to
them than they were at the beginning of the
session. In the SBenate Mr. Blair, who, con-
trary to our earnest recommendation, was not
chosen King of Spain—the Spanish treasury
ia in a rather low condition at present, and
the Blair family and its collaterals was doubt-
less considered too heavya load to carry—
demonstrated to his own satisfaction that the
Ku-klux did not exist at all, or if they did
exist that they were negroes and Republicans,
and that their victims were harmless, un-
offending Democrats. In the House General
Butler made & very able, and for him & very
temperate speech, in which he certainly
demonstrated that & very unpleasant state of
affairs exists in many of the Southern States,
and in which he urged in foreible and eloqnent
terms that it was the duty of Congress to
interfere for the preservation of order and
the proteotion of loyal men. Other Republicans,
notably Mr. Garfield, took the opposite ground,
and contended (hat Congressional interfer-
nooe was at least unadvisable, and that the
surest, safest, and speediest way to oure the
ovils which now afilict the Bouth is to allow |
them to wear themselves ont and to trust to
time and the influence of citizens whose ma-
terial inlerests are injured to bring
abont an improvement, It may be pos-
sible for the Government to put down
always subject the South to military rule, and
the longer theypolicy of repression and force
is ocomtinued the longer will the permanent
pacifioation of the lats Rebel States be delayed.
The disorders which tow exist at the South
are in a great measure the yesult of the old
slave aystew, aggravated by the war and by
bhe reconstruction policy Congress found it
nooessary to adopt. Their cure mast, in any
pase, be loft in & very great measure to time
aod to the influences which immigration,
greater h'.lopm‘nt of the reaources of the

country, and the gradual introducion of pew
blood and new ideas, will undoubtediy gxert.

If by forcible messures Ku-kluxism ou,q
bo emdioated at once, root and branoh,
it might be warth while to try
force; but as a question of practical states.
manship, does General Butler or any other
member of either branch of Congress really

thaé any permanent bonefits will be

nndear discussion, in casa it 8 énaoted? or that
if Congress undertakes to perform the fane.
tions of the Btate Governments it will not be
obliged either to give up ia despair or to con-

A Desperate Affaly nt Bovdentown.,

OBITUARY.

Genernl Duval,

Thie officer, who was a prominent leader of
the French insurgents, and who i8 reported by
cable this morning to bave been shot in the re-
capture by the Government troops of the re-
doubt at Chatillon yesterday, was a soldier by
profession. He entered the French army in the
second quarter of the present century, and was
one of the first to agree to the overthrow of
Charles X. Boon after the accesslon of Louls
Philippe he gave evidence of holding republican
sentiments, and immedintely after the overthrow
of the *Citizen King"” gave In his adhesion to
the republic. He opposed the Presldency of
L.onis Napoleon, but retained his position In the
army unill after the coup d'efaf, when he sent In
his resignation. From that time until the over-
throw of the empire in September last he re-
mained in private life, tking no part in politles,
but recegnized as an uuswerving republican,
After the Sd of Beptember he again took up
arms, was commissloned a general, and served
duniog the slege of Puris. He secms to have
been one of the lenders of the Montmartre insur-
¢ents from the start,
